of 
President 


Wilson, provides for new and higher 
rates of pensions for the veterans. 


Copies of this new bill have been 


received In Decatur, the one section 
of which reads as follows: 


"Sec. (. That from and after 
the 


PU8PQKO of this act the rate of pen- 
sion for any person who served ninety 
days or more In the military or naval 
service of the United Stales during 
th» 'civil war, now on the roll 
or 


hereafter to be placed on the pension 
roll and entitled to receive a lens rate 
limn hereinafter provided, shall lie 
13V per month. 
In case such person 


has reached the nee of 72 years nnd 
served six months, the rate shall be 
13: per month: 
one year, $35 per 


month: one and a hnlf years 138 per 
month: two yours 01 over. 110 per 
month. Provided, that this act shall
